Dufferem, the governor gouoral of India 
has received instructions to cornplelu tbe 
annexation oJ Burinnh to tlie British 
Empire. 


This is a most important acquisition. 


Tbe territory included in the lioumler- 
ies of Burmah is about 200,000 square 
miles in extent, an area nearly as largo as 
the states of Wisconsin, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, and Iowa—and more than three 
times the size of England; and its popula- 
tion h from four to five millions. It \vp 
in the game latitude aa tho territory bo- 
twean the oity of Mexico and tho 
l!io 


Grande River. 


Burmah poeueeses a rich soil aud a 


healthy climate. It joins India ou the 
west and on several sides there aro high 
mountain ranges. It has elements of 
great wealth—mines 
of 
(,'old, silver, 


sulpher, ooal and iron; wclla ot" petro- 
leum; forests of \alusble wools aud 
stores of precious stones. 


It is probable that no such difficulty 


win be experienced in cementing the 
union between the English power and 
Burmah as there was between the former 
aud India. 
Tho latter attempt began 


considerably more thsn a hundred years 
ago, nnd up to a recent date the history 
ot India has been bat little more than a 
succession of premeditated rebellions, 
bitter 
revenge, :onatant 
warfare and 


cruel mcssaores. It is often a marvel to 
those who have given no special attention 
to the subject, that so small a country as 
England, with the ability to detach from 
the military arm of her service co very 
large army to oooupy India, and in a 
country whoso extremes of heat aud wot 
are as marked e? those of almost any 
spoton the earth's surfaoe.bas been able to 
possess itself of such a country,contuiuing 
200,COO,COO people, in so short a time and 
so iffectuslly. In India thoro is only one 
English person to thirty-five hundred 
natives; and there is only one reason why 
the former people were able to oonquer 


that country and can continue to hold it 
in spite of their inconsiderable numbers. 
That rerson is that the natives are di- 
vided into all tiuds of sect?—they difl'er 
in creed, po.'itios ind religion—they are 
separated into distinct castes, which are 
divided from each other by impassable 
gulfs, aud tribes nnd classse, aud instead of 
seeking a common weal by harmonious 
ajtion they are in a state of perpetual 
enmity. 


Eat tUo tiporionoo of tho English gov- 


ernment ir, Burmah will doubtless be 
directly opposite to its history in India. 
Tho Burmese are a branch of the Mon- 
golian race, even belonging to that branch 
which employs a language of words hav- 
jngonly one syllable. They have the Mon' 
golian build and features, its industry 
and economy; they havo been quite 
famous for ;tl.e variety and excellent 
character ot their manufacturing products 
and they txport m large quantities cop- 
per, timber, tobacco and other things. 


The Karens, while not belonging t» tho 


Burmese properly, are closely connected 
with [them. They occupy the northern 
part of the territory, and by a special 
treaty made ten years ago with the adja- 
cent powers, they have unusual privil- 
eges. The Karens have more readily 
yielded to the teachings ot chriatian 
missionaries than any other tribe, olasa 
or people in that part of the world. 


With the {British ascendency in Bur- 


mah, it cannot be otherwise than that it
